It  lists  references  for 
readings  about  peacekeeping  in  general,  highlights  special  issues  and  concerns,  and  addresses  past  and 
present  operations  in  the  following  areas:  Africa,  Asia  and  the  Pacific,  Central  and  South  America,  Eu¬ 
rope,  Russia  and  the  New  Independent  States,  and  the  Middle  East. 

With  the  exception  of  some  important  older  titles,  most  of  the  books,  documents,  articles,  and  online 
resources  are  dated  2004  to  the  present.  Resources  listed  in  this  bibliography  are  all  available  in  the 
USAWC  Eibrary.
